I coini>leto stock of 


HUNTING PERUVIAN GAME. 


&u LnglUhman'e Account of Hla 


Sport In the Ilichlaiids. 


Ilnntiug in the highlands of Pefnis a 


,-ery enjoyable if little kuowii sport, ao- 
:ordirig to an Englishman "who spent 
••owe days hunting from 15,000 to 18,- 
300 feet above the sea 011 grassy plains 
jr ju \allcys surrounded by high moun- 
tains." There is considerable email 
jamc—snipe, dncks, cnli-cnli (a kind of 
fions-o) and qnivio (a kind of guinea 
(owl)—but tLe game a sportsman out 
for a day or tvro seeks is vicuna and al- 
Aica. The %jcnna is the wild llama and 
is a shy animal with great vitality, re- 
quiring neck or thonlder shots to kill. 
Tho alpaca is tlio mountain vicuna, liv- 
ing on the coarse and scanty forage of 
its homo region. Its wool is a foot long, 
but BO curly and fine that it fits to its 
hoely like a darky's hair. Both arerelat- 
sd closely to tho gnanaco of the Pata- 
gonia deserts, whioh soruetim-ss wanders 
into the uplands of Pern. 


The JSnglishruau 
carried 
a 44-40 


American riflo and a 1C gauge shotgun 
for small game. 


"Entering a large pampa," he writes, 


"we sighted a herd of vicuna. V?o tried 
to ride around them, but they made off, 
passing Aslimoio at about 200 yards. 
Lying down, he opened fire, and a fino 
specimen rolled over. 
Wo cleaned it, 


loaded it on to a pack muioand rode on, 
soon striking another herd of seven, 
which at once made off, but my second 
shot at 140 yards dropped ouo dead. Tins 
we took, and soon after bagged two 
brace of culi-culi.'' 


That night tho huuteia rolled up m 


their blankets on tho mud floor of a hot. 
Hammocks strung from poht to post 
would have been bolter. Next day, alter 
n restful night, they "began tothoot tiie 
ralley adjacent to Oaragniri." Homo of 
Iho writer's bullels hit two vicuna at 
130 yards, and some of the others hit.the 
valley. 
The dead animals were loaded 


on the pack mules, and after going o-ver 
the summit of an 18,000 foot mountain 
tho hunters had the rare good fortune 
for that legion of jumping t^oi guaiui- 
co, which ran too fait for the mules the 
men rode and Minck u gait acrcfo (he 
pampa discouraging to tho huuteis. 


"But leaping from iuy mule," sajs 


the writer, "and sighting my riflo at 
400 yards, I dropped a bullet ahead of 
them, and the bunch of dnct scarce! 
them to a stEuidsnll. 
I then plumped 


tho remaining 111110 bullets inro the 
herd, and two fell dead. " 


A 38-05 riflo would have been better 


for such long range w<:rk, and a 40-bO 
still better, but no inr.tter, tho gnauacos 
were killed. Ono was -15 inches high at 
tho shoulder and weighed 140 pounds 
dressed. 
The other was 3G inches high 


and weighed 75 pounds dressed. 


Tho total bag was two guanacos, sev- 


en vicuna, !-eveu brace of culi-cnli, one 
braco of quivio, five ducks, three snipes 
and no end of fun. Tho end of tLo hunt 
was to the tunes of a banjo and a piano. 
—New York Stic.

ate, ^statistics compiled by him, in 
which he draws a comparison between 
the five Western States of MOD tun a, 
Colorado, Utah. Nevada and Idaho, <iuil 
the five Eastern States of New Han-p 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island, New- 
York and Pennsylvania. 
Ho shows 


that the percentage of illiterates iu the 
five Western States is 43 and in tl.o 
Eastern States 0.9. 
Tho percentage of 


illiterates among foreign born citizens 
in the Western group is 8.9; in the Ea-l- 
ern group, 21. The average wealth pei 
capita in the West is, $2,859; in the i usr, 
$1,145. Tho average per capita of total 
debt—State, county, municipal p.ud

RAILROAD FUNDING BII.I,. 


A Statement from The Treasury De- 


partment. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.— Senator Gear, 


Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, to-day submitted the 
report of the committee on the ques- 
tion of refunding the 
Government 


debt on the Pacific roads. The com- 
mittee appends a statement from the 
Treasury department showing what the 
estimated debt of the roads to the 
Government will be on the 1st day of 
January next. 
The Union Pacific and 


Kansas Pacific debts in a combined 
account of both principal and interest 
are placed at $53,715,408, and that 
of Central 
Pacific 
at 
$57,081,514. 


Under the terms of the bill payment on 
tho Union Pacific debt would be made 
on January 1, 1962, and on the Central 
Pacific on January 1,1976. After dis- 
cussing the propositions that tho Gov- 
ernment shall acquire and operate the 
Pacific roads or foreclose the Govern- 
ment'q lien as impracticable, the report 
takes ,jp the question of the extension 
of the debt iu accordance with the bill 
=.-; -.greed upon iu the two Houses,

the most advisable course to bs pu.r-

WJSATHER BULLETIN. 


Storm Waios, Temperature unci Droutli. 


[Copyrights! by Prof. W. T. Foster,] 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 1.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from 
May 4th to 8th, and from May 10th to 
the 14th. 


Tho next disturbance wil) reach the 


Pacific Coast about May 14th, cross the 
west 
of Rockies country 
by the 


close of 15tb, great central valleys 16th 
to 18th, Eastern States the 19th. 


This disturbance will be 
much 


like those that occurred from April 10th 
to 16th and of sufficient force to be of 
general note. Average heat will con- 
tinue above in the Northern States and 
below in the Southern, while rainfall 
will be just the reverse of this. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


the Rockies country about the 14tb, tha 
Great Central valleys the 16, tho Bast; 
ern States tbe 18.th.. The cool wave 
will cross the west of tha Rockies coun- 
try about the 17th, the Great Central 
valleys the 19th and the Eastern States 
the 21st. 


The probabilities are that the oat 


crop will be permanently damaged in 
considerable portions of the oat-pro- 
ducing States and those who are inter- 
ested in that crop may do well .to count 
on a 10 per cent reduction in the yieid 
as based on present indications. To a 
less [extent and from the same cause, 
local drouths in the Upper Mississippi 
valleys, the grass crop will also be con- 
siderably damaged.

A rule or two is given in The Alumin- 


inm World in regard to obtaining the 
best castings with aluminium broiaze, 
in order to nvoid tho difficulties which 
are so frequently met with in melting. 
An essential point mentioned is the spe- 
cial care to bo taken not to overheat the 
metal, tho fact being that, if it bo heat- 
ed to too high a temporattiro, the alu- 
minium will oxidize, the oxide which 
is thus formed making tbo entire casting 
•what artisans term "dirty," ami ihe 
metal will also be spongy from the pres- 
ence of lurgo amounts of occluded £r.scs. 
Tho scum, too, which floats on lop of 
the molted bronze in the crucible wast 
bo prevented from going into the body 
of the casting, this being practicable by 
providing tho casting with suitable hkim 
gates. Tho greatest trouble iu making 
bronze r.viijigs, however, arista from 
tbo shrinkage of tho nietrJ, v, hich is 
very great—a difficulty which i:j over- 
come if the casting have a largo sinking 
head and "risers,!> it being ncccfsary, 
however, iu many cases to uii:!.o the 
sinking head fully as largo as tho cast- 
ing.
